Prior to her 
marriage, Mary Fitzsimons had resided with 
her mother, Julia Rhatigan, at Mountain 
View terrace, Crumlin. At. that time the 
accused, Mary Fitzsimons, was employed in 
the establishment of Messrs. Douglas. From 
statements made to the police it would ap- 
pear that she had purloined from her em- 
ployer a quantity of goods, bit by bit, and 
stowed them in her mother’s house. The 
system and manner in which the goods came 
into her possession would seem to be by tak- 
ing them gradually when leaving business at 
night time. The detectives found the goods 
in her mother's Louse at a time when Mary 
Fitzsimons was married and had left the 
house. Albert Fitzsimons might not have 
known about the affair until after he was 
married, but when he learned of the thefts 
he lent himself to conspire with the others. 


DETECTIVE’S EVIDENCE. 
Detective Denis O'Leary stated that on 


November 18th last he visited the house of 


Mrs. Rhatigan, her husband.and family. Mrs. 
Rhatigan told him that her daughter, Mary. 
had left. the house three weeks previously. 
In a trunk, bag and boxes he inant the goods 
(produced). He next visited the residewce of 
Albert Fitzsimons, at Phibsborough 
who said that be knew nothing about the 
goods until he was married. . The witness also 
found some of the goods at that place. When 
urrested and charged, Mrs. Rhatigan said: 
“It is all right.” Mary Fitzsimons’ said: 
“I got most of them at Douglas 's and bought 
more of them.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sherry—The wit- 
ness said that Mrs. Rhatigan .told, him that 
she bonght the articles. in. job, lots in 
Douglas's, when charged with being in the 
possession of al] the property. She replied: 
'“I understood they were all bought, and so 
they were.” 

When he questioned Mrs. Fitzsimons as to 
how she managed to get the property out, 
she said that she got them out in the lining 
of her ieather coat. She said that she had 
been taking the property out since March, 
but had taken most of it out during the 
summer. He discovered a testimonial) given 
by Messrs. Douglas to Mary Fitzsimons when 
leaving their employment, stating that they 
had found her to be honest and industrious, 
and recommending her to anybody needing 
her services. 


EMPLOYER’S STATEMENT. 

Arthur Torkington said that originally 
Mary Fitzsimous, as Mary Rhatigan, was 
employed by him as an extra assistant on 
Saturday nights, and then came on asa 
permaaent assistant. It was about. eighteen 
months ago that she first came on his staff. 
Last June he dismissed her with a week's 
salary in lieu of notice. 

The witness said ‘that a bill for 17s. 6d. 
(produced) for a pair of shoes was still due 
by Mary Fitzsimons. It was all that the 
accused had bought from his shop during the 
period of employment, He identified some 
shirts (produced) as belonging: to his shop, 
and had never been sold to anybody. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sherry, the witness 
said that things had been missed that had 
never beon sold to anybody. “He could not 
say that any of the arficles produced in 
Court, outside the shirts, were his property. 
He had dismissed Mary Fitzsimons in June 
for coming in late in the morning and being 
generally unsatisfactory. 

Miss E, Ryan, employed. at Messrs. 
Douglas's, identified some of the property by 
a private trade mark, 


PLEA OF GUILTY ENTERED, 

When the Court resumed after lunch Mr. 
Sherry announced that he had consulted with 
his clients, and had advised them to with- 
draw their pleas. of not guilty, and plead 
guilty. | 

Mrs, Rhatigan had agreed to plead guilty 
to receiving the goods, and Mrs, Fitzsimons 
had agreed to plead guilty to stealing them. 

Albert Fitzsimons would maintain his plea 
of not guilty on al] counts, 

Mr. McGuckin said he was prepared to 
accept the new pleas, and would enter a 
nolle. proseque in the case of Albert Fitz- 
simons. It was vot that he felt that he was 
being wrongly prosecuted, but it would 
appear that he knew nothing about the goods 
until after he was married. Of course, there 
would have to be restitution made to Mr, 
Torkington. 

Judge Gleeson said that Mr, McGuckin 
was accepting the pleas, but in entering a 
nolle prosequt Na Albert, Fitzsimons he 
was doing so under certain conditions. 

Mr, Sherry said that if the three accused 
were allowed to stand out. until Friday he 
would possibly be able to make 'a proposition 
which he was sure would meet with his 
lordship’s approval. 

Judge Gleeson said that: people could not 
purchase their way out of the dock, but if 
substantial restitution was made by next 
Thursday he would take it into account in 
regard to the two women prisoners. - He 
asked the jury to return on Thursday, as 
their services might be needed if the State 
was proceeding against the male accused, 

All the accused were then allowed to 
stand out on bail to Thursday.

“THE CONFIDENTIAL 
MOTOR DRIVER.” 
BOARDINY-HOUSE COMEDY. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

An amusing story concerning a man who 
was alleged to have pesed as ‘ confidential 
motér driver ” to the Chief of the Dublin 
Detective Division and .obtained ‘food frem a 
boarding-house on the strength of a-spurious 
recommendation a member of the 
force, was told when a middle-aged man, 
John O'Donnell, of no business and ‘no 
settled address, was put in the dock charged 
with obtaining food to the value of 15s. from 
Michael Delaney, Werburgh street, by false 

pretences. 
feature of the case was the fact 
that, while still obtaining food in Delaney’s, 
boarding-house, as alleged, O'Donnell had 
was in Court charged with another 
offence by the detective the day after he 
called at the boarding-house. 

Delaney told how the defendant, whom he 
never had seen before, called at his house 
last Tuesday night, shook him warmly by 
the hand, and, before asking whether he 
remembered. him in the Army, explained that 
he had been an intelligence officer in Collins 
Barracks in 1924; was now ‘“* confidential 
motor driver ” to Superintendent Ennis and 
Colonel Neligan, of the Detective Branch, 
and was going out that night with Detective 
Dowd to make a number of arrests, 

Having thus introduced himself, he re- 
marked that the witness would have to 
supply him with food for a week, and there- 
upon ordered tea. The witness knew Detec- 
tive Dowd, and, believing the man’s story, 
gave him tea, bread, eggs and rashers. 

“UNPLEASANT EXPERIENCE.” 

Next morning the defendant reappeared, 
looking rather unkempt. The witness re- 
marked that he must have had “a rough 
time of it,” to which be replied that the 
experience was an unpleasant one; but they 
(Detective Dowd and himself) had the satis- 
faction of getting the six people who were 
“wanted.” He produced a slip of paper on 
which were six names and addresses, and 
observed that the persons named were all 
“members of an illegal assembly.’ 

Replying to Detective Sergeant Lynch, the 
witness said that the defendant had his 
breakfast; went out, ‘and returned for his 
dinner. Afterwards he handed him a docv- 
ment, written on the official pink paper of 
nol Dublin - Metropolitan Guards, which 
read :— | 
‘‘ Dear Miceal—Many thanks for fixing 

Sean up. Sorry I cannot see you this 
afternoon, but I will call to-morrow 
about 4 p.m. You may give Sean any- 
thing he requires. It wil] be paid for.— 
James Dowd, D.Q,”’ 

Believing the document to be genuine, the 
witness continued to supply the defendant 
with food until Saturday last. Meanwhile 
the defendant told him that he was getting 
£5 5s. a week and 28s. for special expenses 
from ‘the Detective Branch, and asked him 
to- give him full value for the 28s., as he 
would.-get a pay docket from Superintendent, 
Ennis tor that amount at the end of the 
week. | 

The Justice—Did he say anything more 
about the arrests that had been made? 

The Witness—Yes. He told me to look 
forward to the publication of them before 
the end of the week. 

Delaney added that when the defendant 
came in for tea on Saturday he said that 
he would not be able to “fix up” as 
womised, as ‘‘ Superintendent Ennis and his 
Missus wore vot at home.” (Laughter.) 

Detective Leonard gave evidence of arrest. 

DETECTIVE’S DENIAL. —. 

Detective Dowd then was called, and stated 
that he did not give the defendant authority 
to obtain food in his name, uor did he write 
or sign the document, produced in the case. 
He had known O’Donnell for some little 
time. As a matter of fact, he arrested him 
i» Wednesday last on another charge, which 
was now being inquired into. (Loud laughter.) 

The Justice-—That would be during his per- 
formances at the boarding-house?—Yes. 

Was he ever in the police force?—Not that 
1 em aware. 

And vhen you arrested him he was getting 
food on the strength of your name? 

The witness (smuling)—It would appear so. 

Detective-Sergeant Lynch gave evidence 
that, when charged ard cautioned, the de- 
fendant said, “ | plead guilty to the charge.” 
Later he said, ‘‘I must say that. Detective 
Dowd knew nothing about the document with 
his signature until now ” 

The witness added that he had known 
the defendant for over ten years. During 
that period O'Donnell had not had employ- 
ment of any kind in the Detective Branch. 

The accused man was remanded until 
Thursday.

FALSE PRETENCES CHARGE.

OUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
NEWSPAPER ARTICLES. 


— 
APPEAL FAILS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The Irish Independent, Newspapers, Ltd., 
Dublin, appealed against an order of District 
Justice Little awarding a sum of £9 9s. and 
costs to Miss Isabella Macnie, of 57 Lower 
Baggot strect, Dublin. The sum awarded by 
the District Justice to Miss Macnie was made 
up of the amounts of £2 2s. for a caricature, 
£1 1s. for a cartoon and £6 6s. for two 
illustrated articles alleged to have been ac- 
cepted by the Sunday Independent and not 
to have been paid for. 

Mr. T. C. Kingsmill Moore (instracted by 
Messrs. Hamilton and Craig), in opening the 
case for Miss Macnie, the plaintiff and re- 
spondent in the action, said that his client 
was the best-known Irish caricaturist, whose 
works had a red extensively not only in 
the British Isles and America, but through- 
out the British Empire A copy of one of 
her cartoons had been acquired by His 
Holiness the Pope, and now was im the 
Vatican, and another bad been purchased by 
His Majesty the King of Spain. Both the 
caricature and the cartoon in the present case 
had been published by the Sunday Indepen- 
dent, and the proper payments were £2 2s. 
for the caricature and £1 1s. for the cartoon. 
Since the bearing before the District Justice 
Miss Macnie had ascertained that a sum of 
£1 1s. for the caricature and 10s. 6d. for the 
cartoon had in fact been included in the 
cheques paid her by the Sunday Independent. 
If she bad noticed at the time that these 

. cheques .purported to include payment for 
ihése drawings at so low a rate she would 
not have accepted them. However, as in fact 
she had cashed the cheques without noticing 
for what they were for, she did not now 
insist on this portion of her claim. The two 
articles for which she claimed had been sent 
down by hand to the /ndependent offices, 
together with a third article, and were given 
to a member of the editorial staff of the 
Sunday Independent, who opened them and 
said that they would be all right. Sub- 
sequently Miss Macnie had a conversation 
with Mr. Rice, the editor of the Sunday 
Independent, who told her that one article 
was not up to standard, but that the other 
two would be al] right. Plaintiff had never 
received payment for these two articles, nor 
had she received them back from the Sunday 
Independent. She had communicated by 
telephone and letter with members of. the 
Independent staff from time to time regard- 
ing the payment for or the return of the 
articles. 

Miss Macnie then gave evidence bearing 
out counsel’s statements. 

Mr. Rice, editor of the Sunday Independent. 
examined by Mr.: Walter Callan (instructed 
by Messrs. Maxwell, -Weldon and. Co., 
solicitors), for the defendants and appellants, 
said that there was no trace of the articles 
having been received.. While he remembered 
having a conversation with Miss .Macnie at 
the Gaiety Theatre. he did not recollect say- 
ing anything about the articles. They had 
no record of the return of the articles in the 
office, as their letter books for the period had 
been destroyed in the course uf vnsiness. It 
was & custom in the newspaper trade that na 
responsibility was accepted for loss or damage

to. arti 

Mr. Dunn, secretary of the company, pro- 
duced the records of payments to Miss Macnie 
for articles and drawings. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore, he admitted that unless the articles 
were actually published there would be. no 
record of them. | 

The Judge, having reviewed the evidence, 
said that, on the whole, he could see nw 
reason for upsetting the decision of the 
District Justice in the case. He was satisfied 
that Miss Macnie had sent down the articles 
to the Sunday Independent, and that there 
had been an acceptance of them. Accordingly 
he dismissed the appeal and gave judgment 
for the plaintiff’s amended claim of £6 6s., 
with costs.

FREE EDUCATIONAL 
LECTURES.

SUCCESSFUL COUNTY DUBLIN 
SCHEME. 


Widespread interest has been aroused by 
the very successful. series of free Jectures 
conducted by the Dublin County Libraries 
Committee during the past three winters. 

Miss Roisin Walsh, B.A., H.Dip., County 
Librarian, stated yesterday that inquiries had 
been received, not only from Great Britain 
and several countries in Europe, but also 
from America, in mh to the. Library Com- 
mittee’s scheme of lectures and the general 
conduct of the county’s- libraries. ounty’ 
Dublin was the only county in Great Britain 
and Ireland which had so far established an 
elaborate and systematic scheme of educa- 
tional lectures, which had excited interest 
sone’ in a highly advanced country like Den- 
mark. 

Mr, Dossing, the Danish Director of Public 
Libraries, has arranged to visit Ireland in 
the early spring to see at first hand the 
working of the County Dublin Library and 
lecture scheme, 

Being systematically and economically run, 
the scheme, Miss Walsh said, is an example 
of what can be done towards the advance- 
ment of public welfare by enlightened and 
energetic voluntary committees. The library 
lectures and books connected with the lecture 
subjects were the only co-ordinated attempt 
made so far im Ireland to solve the problem 
of post-school and adult education in an in- 
formal way. The support given to the move 
ment, as was shown by the large attendances 
throughout the county, especially during the 
present season, gave ample evidence that the 
scheme was being fully appreciated by those 
for whom it was intieded. There are now 
over -120 library centres in the county, and 
the number of ‘Weicowens and the demand for 
books was increasing in a remarkable way. 

For the present season over 100 lectures, 
a number of which bad already been given, 
were arranged. These lectures were held in 
twenty-four different library centres. over 
an area ranging from Shankill and Glencullen 
in the South to Ralhriggan ahd Garristown 
in the North County Dublin, The Lib-aries 
Committee, in artanging the Jectures, had 
endeavoured to secure the best possible lec- 
turers on their respective sabjects, —.

Colonel W. B. MacArthur, D.S.O., 
who delivered an address to the members 
of the Ulster Medical Society in their 
institute in College square, North, Bel- 
fast, on Thursday, is one of the most 
distinguished graduates of  (Queen’s 
University. Colonel MacArthur, whose 
subject was “ The Appin Murder and the 
Trial of James of the Glen,” one of the 
most famous political trials in Scottish 
history, and upon which the plots of 
Robert Louis Stevenson 's ‘‘ Kidnapped ”’ 
and “ Catriona ” were based, spoke for 
an hour and a half without a single note 
of the many names, places, dates and 
facts of that complicated case, The son 
of Mr. J. P. MacArthur, of Belfast, 
Colonel MacArthur was educated at 
Bangor Grammar School, and graduated 
at Queen’s University in 1908. From the 
University he entered the Royal Army 
Medical Corps and served during the 
war. He was wounded at the Somme in 
1916, the same vear in which he was 
awarded the D.S.O., receiving the O.B.E. 
three vears later. For eight years he was 
professor of tropical medicine in the 
Royal Army Medical College, London. 
At present, at the age of 45, he is con- 
sultant physician to the British Army, 
and one of the greatest authorities on 
tropical medicines. He is Examiner to 
the University of Cambridge, the Uni- 
versity of Liverpool, and the Royal 
College of Surgeons. He is an M.D. of 
Belfast, a Fellow of the Royal College of 
Physicians of Ireland, and has written 
the section dealing with tropical 
medicines in the Encyclopedia Britannica.

tion ground. It appears, I find, that this 
estate has always heen an integral whole, 
and that it originally formed part of th. 
possessions of the Knights Templars, and 
afterwards of the MHospitallers, whos 
chief seat was on the site of the present | 
hospital at Kilmainham. At the time of 
the suppression of the monasteries, in the 
reign of Henry VIII., all the land now 
called the Phonix Park, and more 
besides, was seized by the Crown. It is 
said that Queen Elizabeth directed that 
it should be laid out as a deerpark, but 
nothing was done about the matter until 
the reign of Charles IT. It was not, 
however, until the Earl of Chesterfield 
came over as Viceroy in the time of 
George II. that the estate received any 
really serious attention. He stocked the 
crounds with deer, and finally opened 
them to the people of Dublin as a public 


park, 
Ghe Phenix Spa. 


It was this same Lord Chesterfield who, 
in 1745, erected the Corinthian column 
with the phoenix at the top of it to explain 
the name of the estate; but he was 
wrong in his explanation. The name is 
derived from the Irish Fionn-wsge 
(Feenisk), meaning “clear water,” which 
was the name of a famous spring near thc 
Phenix Monument. From time = im- 
memorial this spring was resorted to in 
a quiet way for the beneficial effects of 
its waters. It was, however, exposed and 
untended until in 1800 the fame of its 
marvellous cures was noised abroad. In 
a moment it became celebrated ; it was the 
fashionable resort cf the whole town, In 
1805 it was enclosed, Two Viceroys, Lord 
Whitworth and the Duke of Richmond, 
came and drank of its waters, Fight 
years later the Duchess of Richmond had 
a rustic dome built ovér it, and seats 
placed around it “ for the health and 
comfort of the inhabitants of Dublin,” as 
the inscription explained. In its hey- 
day over a thousand people visited the 
spa every week. Later a decline set it, 
and gradually it lost all its popularity. 
There was an ‘attempt to revive it some 
time after on the part of some private 
persons who rented it. Ostensibly they 
were retailing the waters, but it is 
believed that their main trade was in the 
sale of more potent, and, perhaps, illicit 
beverages. 


“ Cleopatra's Needle.” 


I read that Mr. Waynman Dixon, one 
of the men who helped in the removal of 
““ Cleopatra’s Needle’ from Alexandria, 
has just died at Middlesboro’, aged 
eighty-six. In March, 1877, this obelisk, 
which weighs about two hundred tons, 
was offered to the people of England. Its 
transportation presented a difficult pro- 
blem, which was finally solved by Sw 
Benjamin Baker, who had_ previously 
assisted in the construction of the Metvro- 
politan Railway in London. He designed 
& special cylindrical vessel, and im this 
the ‘‘ Needie’’ was encased by making 
excavations around its base, an building 
the iron cylinder around it. This huge 
water-tight vessel, with its precious 
freight, was then taken in tow by a ship 
called the “ Olga.” All went well until 
it came to the Bay of Biscay, where the 
weather was so bad that six lives were 
lost in trying. to prevent the ‘ Needle 

from becoming detached from the tow- 
ship. Finally, ‘* Cleopatra was 
abandoned, and was left to the: mercy of 
the waves. Fortunately, however, it was 
later discovered by another vessel, and 
was conveyed, without further mish

As Sidney iú not accept her offer, she 
found an outlet for her piratical energies 
elsewhere. Apparently, she must have 
raided the Desmond territory and was 
taken prisoner; for we find Sir KE. Fyton 
writiie to the Muglish Privy Council in 
November, 1578:—‘‘ To that place 
(Leighlin) was brougit unto me Granie 
my Maille, a woman of the province of 
Connacht, governing a country of the 
O'F’ :-hertys, famous for her stoutness of 
courage and person and for sundry ex- 
plots done by her by sea, She was taken 
by the Earl of Desmond a year and a 
helf ago, and has remained ever since 
partly with him, partly in her Majesty’s 
gaol of Limerick, and was sent for now by 
me to come to Dublin where she is yet 
remaining.”’ 

Undaunted by the rebellion and defeat 
of her husband in 1580, we find her 
queening it in Galway a few years later. 
Sir Nicholas Malby, President of Con- 
nacht, records :—‘* MacWilliam is here 
and many gentlemen and their wives, 
among whom Grany O’Mally is one, and 
ihinketh herself to be no small lady.” 
Theobald Dillon, collector of Crown rents, 
thus graphically describes his encounter 
with Grainne and her husband :—‘‘ I went 
ther hence towardes the plas wher 
MI’ William was, who met me and his wyfe 
Grayvn Ny Vayle with all ther force and 
did swer they wolde have my lyfe for 
comying so farr into ther contrie, and 
specialie his wyfe wold fyght with me 
before she was half a myle nier me;.. 
M’William and shee came to Sir Nicholas 
to agre with hym for L600 arreradges due 
upon ther contrie which they thought 
never to pay.” MacWilliam died in 
1585. 


HER PETITION. 


A few vears later Grainne, now RA 
widow for the second time, was to feel 
the heavy hand of Sir Richard Bingham, 
President of Connacht, who describes her 
in one of his letters as ‘‘a notable 
traitrvess and nurse to all the rebellious 
in Connacht for forty years.” In her 
petition to Queen Elizabeth she alleged 
‘that in 1586 she was apprehended and 
tied with a rope, and brought to Sir 
Richard, who caused a new pair of gal- 
lows to be made for her Jast funeral, 
when she thought to end her days. She 
was set at liberty upon the hostage dnd 
pl of Richard Burke, otherwise called 
the Devil’s Hook (her son-in-law) es. a 
Kiver since she dwelleth in Connacht a 
farmer’s wife, very poor, bearing coss and 
paying her Majesty’s composition rent 
utterly did give over her former trade o 
maintenance by sea and land.” 

Yet she could not, or would not, curb 
her marauding proclivities. She raided 
the Arran Isles in 1589. Even her own 
son, M O'Flaherty, suffered at her 
hands. He fought with the forces of the 
Crown Ms the Burkes, and as a 
reprisal she fitted out her galleys “ and 
preyed, burned and spoiled her sons 
country.” Age did not stay her naval 
activities, June, 1501, Bingham 
records, ‘‘Grany O'M is preparing 
herself to pursue the Scots with 20 boats. 
It is to be hoped the most part will take 

heaven.”’ 


One hundred and fifty vears ago a well- 
known character, one, Michael O'Farrell, 
was acclaimed as monarch of the 
mendicants of Munster. O'Farrell wos a 
man of large stature and well made, 
possessing a pleasing and _ intelligent 
countenance. A long patchwork coat 
constituted his robe of office, and he 
carried as sceptre a long quarter-staff 
studded with brass nails, which also 
served on occasion as a weapon of offence 
or defence. His begging activities 
were carried out on a large scale. 
Tá was customary for him t3 visit 
the houses of the ‘ strong farmers 
only, and, having recited his set picee in 
Irish, he obtained offerings of wool, oat- 
meal, butter, etc. Woe betide the house- 
wife who was niggardly in her gifts; for 
they were indignantly refused, and her 
meanness satirised throughout the parish 
The fruits of his labour were loaded on. 
O’Farrell’s own carts, and then brought 
to the neighbouring towns for sale. In 
this manner he passed a long life of over 
ninety years, dying at Newmarket, Co.

The politicians have also got a hard 
knock from Mr. F. H. Maclean, a well- 
known linen merchant, who presided at a 
joint meeting of the men’s and women’s 
branches of the Whiteabbey Unionist 
Association on last Friday night. He 
dealt with the industrial position of the 
United Kingdom; and, referring particu- 
larly to the linen trade, which affected 
their neighbourhood, stated that from iis 
own experience he could not say that there 
had been any improvement. Continuing, 
Mr. Maclean said that Mr. Webb’s 
speech at Portadown on the previcus day 
was the only real piece of common-sense 
that he had read for years, In criticising 
the methods of politicians, Mr. Maclean 
went on to say that if he had his way, 
he would treat every politician as a 
eriminal. He was serious about that. 
The day of politics was past, he declared, 
and a much more serious problem was on 
hand; for it really did not ‘matter very 
much what their politics were in the 
future if something was not done to save 
the industries of the country. 

Mr. Maclean added that the Labour 
Government had started off as if it were 
going to do great things, but it had 
fallen away like other Governments, and 
was out of touch with industry. From all 
this it will be seen that leading mer- 
chants and industrialists, who wunder- 
stand the situation, have no _ illusions 
about it, and are anxious that. the 
Government should cease from indulging 
in dreams, and should get on with their 
job of finding work for the workless. 
Suggestions as to safeguarding are worse 
than useless; for they only raise hopes 
which cannot be realised. The Labour 
Government at Westminster is opposed to 
protection, and Northern Ireland has no 
in its counsels.

Dr, Varrier Jones, M.A., M.R.C.P. (Lon- 
don), medical director of Papworth Village 
Settlement for the treatment of tuberculosis 
delivered an interesting address to the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday in Clerys 
Restaurant, : 

they had, said Dr, Varrier Jones, for manv 
years held erroneous ideas as to the causation 
oi consumption and its spread that they had 
almost given up hope that anything effective 
could be done to cure it, let alone preventin 
is spread, How often did the poor pend 
hard-earned savings on __ so-called 
cures,’ whilst entirely neglecting the sim- 
plest precautions against the advance and 
spread of the disease, and ignoring the most 
elementary hygienic rules for their own relief 
and for the safety of others? Exceptional 
facilities now exist, and the people should be 

couraged to use them. Instructions should 
he given as to the effect of social habits and 
conditions of health, and that it is more of a 
way of life than a bottle of medicine. They 
used medicine and neglected the health-givin 
rays of the sun and the bracing effects o 
fresh air, They must dispel this ignorance, 
and they must see to it that facilities are 
pense to put the newly acquired know- 
edge into practice. 

| NOT HEREDITARY, 

There is no mistake about it, tuberculosis 
fe an infectious disease, It is no more heredi- 
tary than measies. Once we know, said the 
speaker, that a disease is infectious we can 
take suitable precautions to prevent its 
spread, Disease to be confined must be 
drawn out into the light of day. The crying 
injustice to-day is the persecution of the con- 

umptive. Under certain circumstances con- 
sumption is “ catching,’”’ and if the dose of 
infective material is large a life-long illness 
results—an illness which starts in the prime 
of life, and which produces the greatest 
tragedy amongst the young life of the nation. 
Because still we do not learn the simple 
rules for preventing the disease we uncon- 
sciously inflict untold suffering on those who 
are labelling themselves consumptives. 
lriends avoid the sufferer. 

Ur. Varrier Jones mentioned some cases 
of perfect cure of the disease in men who 
were the fathers of families by their treat- 
ment at Papworth. They must see to it 
that if, through fear and ignorance, they 
took away a man’s job, they have the means 
to replace it, how be it in a modified form 
and sneer conditions where infection is im-

THE WILL TO WORK, 

‘hey must see to it that after the patient’s 
dical treatment is finished there is ready 
hand for him social treatment, economic 
treatment. Months of inactivity in a sana- 
‘orlum produces boredom, and, worse, they 
produce absolute lethargy in far too many 
cases, 

But with the will to work there are few 
opportunities for the ex-patient to put the 
advice—admirable advice most of it—into 
practice, What is the use of telling a patient 
io seek the light job in the open air when 
no such job exists? We must see to it that 
the opportunity of putting our advice into 
practice is given to the patient. | 

‘That is the next great step in the 
national campaign against tuberculosis. It is 
not a question of equality or opportunity— 
that is a meaningless phrase—but all our 
money is wasted unless the opportunity is 
provided to put advice into practice. The 
opportunity of practising advice as to plenty 
of good food, adequate rest, proper housing 
conditions and the like, not only ensures the 
fullest value to the patient and to ourselves 
of the money spent on his treatment, but it 
cuts the vicious circle of infection once and 
for all. Raising the next generation highly 
resistant to the disease—nothing less than 
this we wish to achieve—nothing less than 
this we actually accomplish. 

EDUCATION AND OPPORTUNITY. 

‘ Educate first; provide the opportunity for 
putting precept into practice. Sp portunity, 
not charity, is what is wanted. Once know- 
‘edge of this is acquired, the opportunity will 
be speedily forthcoming. That opportunity 
is summed up in the word ‘ Papworth.’ 

‘What is ‘Papworth?’ It is impossible 
in a short address adequately to describe a 
thriving community of consumptives. To 
put it quite briefly: to indicate the under- 
lying principles, it is the expression of an 
ideal; it is the logical conclusion of our 
present methods of treatment of the tuber- 
culous; it is the answer to such questions 
as, “Why has sanatorium treatment failed?’ 
Papworth has not only revived the present 
system of sanatorium treatment, but it has 
extended it, the extension being in the direc- 
tion foreseen by all workers in the tuber- 
culous world, an ideal which all have had 
in mind, but for various reasons have been 
unable to put into practice. Papworth has 
tried to answer the question, ‘ Why does a 
workingman consumptive break down after a 
period of sanatorium treatment?’ and pro- 
vide a solution. The usual answers given 
are :'— 

“ (1) That his home conditions are unsatis- 
factory. Papworth has provided ideal home 
conditions within the reach of the working- 
man. 

‘({2) That his conditions of work are 
against him. Papworth has provided hygienic 
workshops, and allows the man to carry on 
his trade under ideal conditions. 

‘*(3) That the economic conditions of the 
work-a-day world are against him, Papworth 
has tempered the wind to the shorn lamb, and 
adjusts the economic conditions to suit the 
damaged worker. 

THE FAMILY UNIT, 

[he family unit must be considered as 

prime factor in the patient’s struggle 


ck to health. Papworth takes the family 
the unit, and provides proper and sufficient 
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housing conditions, education and facilities 
ior training, not only the father of the 
family, but also the young worker to become 
a skilled artisan. 

‘Papworth recognises the truth of the 
Statement that a clinically diagnosed tuber- 
culosis person is a permanently damaged 
hian; that although the damage is not 
visible to the naked eye, it is nevertheless 
sisi apparent to the trained worker in 
the tuberculosis service; Papworth recog- 
nises, moreover, that such a damaged man 
cannot compete with an undamaged worker, 
whether in factory or in field; that it is 
waste of time to attempt to train such a 
damaged unit in any new trade if it means 
competition with the healthy in the commer. 
cial world. Papworth recognises that al] 
systems of after-care, unless the utmost 
caution is taken, become little more than 
agencies dealing out small doles of food and 
money to men and women who have no 
chance of employment. 

The acid test of any scheme for after- 
core is this: How many sonsumptives have 
heen employed by members of after-care 
committees? J] should not be surprised if 
the answer is—not one. There is no blame 
attached to such persons. They know only 
too well that the employment of such persons 
is not a paying proposition, and they are not 
in a sufficiently good financial position to be 
Eouenthrople employers on a large scale. 
low many employers will apply to a labour 
exchange or other employment agency for a 
consumptive carpenter, bricklayer or 
gardener’? How many firms will take 
willingly a 50 per cent. worker when a 100 
er cent. skilled man can readily be 


obtained ? 
THE LITTLE MORE. 


“Let us face the faets squarely. Com- 
mercial firms know, if we do not, that the 
worker in a factory must not only earn his 
wage, but a little more—that little extra bit

a THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 

Which is the cheaper in the long run? 
A pint of milk a day will not provide 
nourishment for a young family exposed to 
infection in an overcrowded dwelling. Suc- 
cessive Governments in all countries have 
attempted to deal with the housing problem, 
but where is the country which has solved 
the housing question for the consumptive in 
the crowded towns and cities. Who, know. 
ing the difficulty of housing a consumptive 
and his family in our large towns, can 
deceived by any system of doles? 

“And, as for employment, 1 can speak 
from bitter experience that it is one of the 
most difficult things in the world to find 
employment for one or two consumptives in 
the ordinary labour market, and that on a 
large scale it is quite impossible in the ordi- 
nary commercial world. The difficulties 1 
then had to contend with convinced me that 
something more was needed, the root and 
branch policy. The organising of indus- 
tries for consumptives on settlement lines is 
mere child’s play—difficult though the initial 
steps may be—compared with the hopeless- 
ness Of finding employment for the consump- 
tive in mill or factory, in workshop or on 
the land. | 

“For the successful employment of the 
tuberculous so many factors havé to be taken 
into consideration that it is only in a specially 
designed community that it is possible to 
carry it out. One factor, such as home con- 
ditions—the opportunity of living in a healthy 
environment—is impossible of solution in our 
crowded slum areas; but unless the home 
conditions are satisfactory no amount of 
hygienie workshop accommodation will meet 
the case, Public opinion in a crowded in- 
dustrial area is a very different thing from 
the public opinion of an Industrial Village 
Settlement for the tuberculous. 


THE OPEN WINDOW. 

**In the one case it ensures open windows 
—and everybody does it—but in a large 
industrial centre such a procedure on an 
adequate scale is still considered eccentric, if 
not absolute madness. Develop this idea in 
connection with all the little things of life 
and it will be appreciated that the two modes 
of life become as poles asunder. Add to this 
an adequate income, which affords the oppor- 
tunity to put into actual practice the pre- 
cepts learned at the sanatorium, and then it 
ceases to be a matter of wonderment that in 
the case of the consumptive in the industrial 
area he rapidly goes down hill, while the 
inhabitant of the settlement maintains his 
health and his working capacity. 


INCREASED WAGES. 

“We hear a good deai nowadays of pro- 
jects to brighten village life, but I have so 
far failed to find any references to increased 
a All sorts of blessings are mentioned, 
such as encouragement of nature study, han- 
dicrafts, homecrafts, local museums and the 
like. Does it ever occur to us that, provided 
the family income is adequate, ‘all these 
things are added unto you,’ and that without 
the ordinary decencies of life the frill-fralls 
are meaningless? Papworth well illustrates 
this proposition. The village of Papworth 
has ceased to be dull because, instead of 
being composed of farm labourers at 15s. a 
week, as in the days before the advent of 
the colony, it is composed of artisans and 
others with an adequate income—men who 
can afford to take a pride in their home, and 
who, after the day’s work is over, can take 
a pleasure in their surroundings. 


A FEW FACTS. 

“The Papworth Village Settlement now 
embraces—(1) A Central Institution (hos- 
ey and sanatorium), with accommodation 
or 220 men and 80 women. The beds are 
always fully occupied by patients anxious to 
take advantage, if possible, of the eoppor- 
tunities offered by the scheme; and (2) a 
Village Settlement of 400 inhabitants, the 
wage-earners of which work in the Papworth 
industries, an organisation of eleven different 
occupations and trades. The annual turn- 
over of the industries has increased from £401 


lin 1918 to £65,000 in 1929. The latter figure 


is an increase of twenty per cent. over 1928, 
and the gross sales since the commencement 
of the scheme amount to £345,000. Salaries 
and wages paid to ex-patients in 1918 were 
£174; in 1929 £24,000 was paid out, the gross 
figure for twelve years amounting to £135,500. 
CAUSE FOR GRATITUDE. 

The Marchioness of Aberdeen, who was 
cordially received, said that the Women’s 
National Health Association and the Civics 
Institute had good cause for gratitude to the 
Rotary Club for the personal interest and 
help they had given in the direction of 
providing recreation and country holidays for 
the children of the tenements, where health 
so sorely needed building up. 

“ And now to-day,’ She continued, “ you 
have given our good friend, Dri Varrier- 
Jones, the opportunity of outlining a scheme, 
which he has proved by experience can bring 
new hope and life to a class of the com- 
munity whom we have been disposed to look 
upon as presenting an almost hopeless 
problem. 

“The campaign for preventing tuberculosis 
in Ireland, which has had the co-operation 
of both national and local authorities and of 
voluntary societies, has had very encouraging 
results. For the last twenty years there has 
been a steady .and continuous decrease ef 
deaths reputed as attributable to tuber- 
culosis, and in our last year’s report the late 
Sir William Thompson calculated that, taking 
the last ten years as a basis, whereas in 1918 
about one in every 43 people in the Free 
State were suffering from some form of tuber- 
culosis, in 1928 there was only one in every 

That gives every encouragement to the 
work, which must unceasingly be pursued 
for the object of prevention and ultimate 
eradication of the disease. But there still 
remain among us a large number of bus 
who have contracted the disease, and who, 
although they show great improvement under 
treatment, in sanatoria, cannot íor the most 
part hope to be in a position to compete 
again successfully in the battle of life with 
normally healthy people. And all who have 
had to do with sanatoria know how heart- 
breaking it is to see patients in whom the 
disease appears to have been arrested going 
back to surroundings which infallibly tend 
to its recurrence, together with little chance 
of any remunerative employment. 

PEAMOUNT ALSO. 

“Dr. Varrier-Jones has made the great 
contribution to his day and generation by 
giving a practical demonstration at Papworth 
how this problem can be solved. Go to 
Papworth and you will find yourself at once 
in an atmosphere of hope and confidence in 
the future, and full of activity and happiness 
in the present. 

“ What has been done at Papworth can be 
done at Peamount, and Dr. Varrier-Jones is 
most kindly giving us the aid of his valuable 
experience and gift of organisation im 
initiating a similar scheme here, whereby a 
large proportion of patients coming to Pea- 
mount can regain the position of self-support- 
ing citizens, instead of being burdens and 
dangers to their families and the community.

DESTROYING THE SPIRIT 
OF DESPAIR. 
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SELF-SUCPPORTING 
PATIENTS. 
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Under the auspices of the Women’s 
National Health Association (Incorporated) 

esterday a meeting was held in the Royal 
bolle e of Surgeons, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, for the purpose of hearing a lecture 
by Dr.. P.. C. Varrier-Jones, M.A., Medical 
Director of Papworth Village Settlement, on 
“Village Settlements for the Tuberculous.”’ 

The. Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State, who presided, before calling on Dr. 
Varrier-Jones to deliver his address, wel- 
comed one of the most devoted workers in 
the prevention of tuberculosis in the person 
of Lady Aberdeen. 

UNDERSTANDING THE PROBLEM, 

Dr. Varrier-Jones said that sanatoria in 
England to-day, and, no doubt, in. other 
places, were filled as to two-thirds of their 
beds with middle and advanced cases, with 
the result that the patients broke down 
almost immediately that they got home, and 
their last state was worse than the first. If 
their dispensaries were devoted solely to the 
detection of early cases of tuberculosis and 
their sanatoria employed for the complete 
arrest of these early cases, all would be well, 
but the facts were entirely different, It 
was too true that if their sanatoria were to 
refuse all cases except early ones, not one- 
third of the beds would be occupied. Why 
keep up the farce of sanatorium treatment 
when it was nothing of the kind. Let them 
no longer talk of the failure of sanatorium 
treatment; let them rather talk of the failure 
of their own understanding of the problem. 
The question was largely economic. “The 
well-to-do could immediately put into practice 
the advice of the skilled physician ; the work- 
ing man could not. That was the root of 
the matter. They had locked up millions 
of money in bricks and mortar, and they 
had the failures of treatment, men and 
women, unemployed and unemployment, a 
source of infection in their large cities and 
towns. To make matters worse, they had 
no plans for after-care. 

They were spending millions annually on 
the treatment of the disease, but next to 
nothing on its prevention. Much of the 
good work was entirely wasted, and the 
disease, now well enough understood to be 
checked and controlled, was continuing its 
ravages. ‘“* Middle”’ cases were the most 
numerous, and it was for them, more than 
any, that adequate provision was now lack- 
ing. A stay in the sanatorium would often 
improve their condition enormously, but it 
would not produce permanent arrest of the 
disease unless, for the rest of their; lives, 
they lived very carefully and in healthy sur- 
roundings. Their present scheme of sanatorium 
treatment did not solve the problem of the 
““middle' case. Until a suitable environ- 
ment wus provided for this case, the scourge 
would continue to spread. 

CHECKING THE SPREAD OF 
INFECTION, 

Such an environment had been created, and 
it had been shown that the spread of infec- 
tion could be stopped, that consumptives 
could support themselves by their own 
labour and live normal lives without infecting 
their children, and that the whole scheme 
need cost nothing more than the original 
capital outlay. This they had attempted at 
Papworth Village Settlement, near Cam- 
bridge. A number of “ middle '' cases, having 
received treatment in the Papworth  Sana- 
torium, had been given permanent employ- 
ment in the village. They worked in twelve 
different industries, managed by ex-patients. 
The unmarried settlers lived in hostels and 
the married ones in cottages, and they re- 
eeived wages. Break-downs were few, but 
when they occurred the men knew that they 
would not lose their jobs. There was a clinic 
for children, so that from birth their health 
was cared for. It was-a model village.’ Pap- 
worth maintained the benefit received from 
sanatorium treatment, which otherwise was 
utterly wasted. Papworth pointed the way 
to the mitigation or solution of a grave 
problem, and that it was an after-care 
scheme which embodied all the essentials. 

The output of the settlement was £401 1s. 
in 1918: last year it had increased to £65,500. 

The lecturer, in a series of illustrations, 
showed masons. bricklayers, carpenters and 
others engaged in the ‘‘ light work ' at Pap- 
worth which was recommended for the con- 
sumptive, and resulted in the financial returns 
quoted. 

In the village settlement, he emphasised, 
there must be the guarantee of a living wage. 
The most important consideration was not the 
exploitation of the workingman’s labour. 

The housing of the settlers at Papworth 
cost £460 per house, and the results showed 
a village community of 400 maintained by 
the work of the settlement industries, with 
£136.500 paid in wages since 1918. 

They were attempting to do much 
same thing at Peamount. 

A SUBSCRIPTION LIST. 

Mr. Charles E. Jacob proposed that the 
scheme adopted at Papworth, enabling tuber- 
culosis patients to grain, self-supporting 
citizens, as described by Dr. Varrier-Jones, 
and now being initiated at Peamount under 
his direction, was worthy of the fullest pos- 
sible support, and that, accordingly, a sub- 
scription list be now opened. 

Mr. Jacob said that he had seen some of 
the wonderful work being done at Papworth, 
and felt what a great thing it would) be if 
there was such a scheme in this conntry. 
They all owed a great debt to Lady Aberdeen 
for what she had done for our people, here, 
and this would be a crowning of the work if 
they could get such industries as they had in 
Papworth established here. They would like 
to get £5,000 to get the work on a satis- 
factory footing. Dr. Varrier-Jones had 
come to see a scheme started in 
Peamount. The patients had begun 
to build their own workshops. | They 
owed much to the late Sir William 
Thompson, and the new workshop would be 
a memorial to him. 

Mr. Luke Duffv, Irish Labour Party, in 
seconding, said that already nine patients 
were working on the skeleton of the industries 
which it was hoped would be developed 
there. ‘he foreman, a Limerick man, had 
been a patient at Papworth, where he 
worked.

Sir Thomas Myles, supporting, said that

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The Belfast Corporation yesterday adopted

Townsend street Maternity Hospital 
to be used as a hospital for sick children. 
The scheme, if adopted, would mean less 
than a penny all told on the rates. 

Councillor Kyle (Labour) congratulated the 
Child Welfare Committee on the scheme pro- 
pounded by the Chairman, and said the sub- 
ject was a very important one. The infantile 
mortality of the city was one of which they 
were not particularly proud. The figure was 
112 per thousand, whereas in five or six of 
the latger cities in England the mortality 
was round about 67 to 87 per thousand. 

A proposal to adjourn consideration of the 
scheme for one week was defeated by twenty- 
one votes to seventeen, and the scheme was 
then adopted.

TWO MEN SUSPECTED 
BY. POLICE. 


SUPPOSED HOAX ON 
SUNDAY NEWSPAPER. 
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Home Office experts, it is stated, will to- 
day examine the contents of the bomb which 
was found in the Indian Room of the British 
Museum on Saturday night. The result of 
their examination will be immediately com- 
municated to the police: and Museum au- 
thorities, who will then be able to judge to 
what extent, if at all, malicious damage was 
intended, or whether the whole thing was @ 
hoax merely designed to frighten visitors. — 

Scotland Yard made it perfectly clear in 
an official statement, issued on Sunday, that 
the bomb, a home-made affair, actually con- 
tained explosive matter, but its nature and 
extent await determination by the experts. 

The discovery of the bomb followed a 
telephone message from a stranger, who 
stated that he had overheard a conversation 
of some Indian students about the intended 
outrage. A search was at once made, and 
the bomb, a circular package wrapped in 
newspaper, with a fuse attached, was found. 
The fuse was cut and the parcel taken to 
Tottenham Court Read Police Station. 

The investigations are in the hands of 
Superintendent Parker, Chief of the Special 
Branch at Scotland Yard, the branch which 
deals with political matters. 

It is believed that two men are concerned 
in the affair. : 

The police are of the opinion that the 
bomb was placed in the Museum, not so 
much as a hoa® on the police, but as a hoax 
on a Sunday newspaper. Apparently those 
concerned imagined that after placing the 
bomb they could inform a newspaper and 
secure payment for the information. 

It is understood that they failed in this 
respect, but as the hoax was rather a 
dangerous one a serious view is taken by the 
authorities. The police hope to trace those 
responsible, because there were few people 
in the Museum at the time the bomb must 
have been placed there. The police expect 
to get into touch with the two men whom 
they believe to have been concerned in the 
outrage, and it is anticipated. that charges 
will follow. 


CHEMICAL GAS IN 
WARFARE. 


SCIENTISTS PLEA. 


Dr. Herbert Levinstein, President of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, speaking at 
the Institution of Mechanical Engineers last 
night, claimed that chemical gas was more 
humane and effective than shells. 

He criticised the illusory character of 
treaty provisions against gas warfare, con- 
tended that the limitation of naval armaments 
increased the importance of the chemical arm. 
and pleaded for the prosecution of chemical 
warfare research. 

Dr. Levinstein maintained that war might 
be said to be caused, not by the evil nature 
of man, but by the competitive system of 
society we had constructed.’ It was difficult 
to resist the conclusion that with the present 
organisation of society the possibility of 
fighting was never remote. 

British chemists would do wrong in de- 
clining to examine where this nation stood 
in the matter of defence, particularly against 
chemical warfare aggression. 

After arguing that there were loopholes in 
the Geneva Protocol, so that screening 
smokes might be used and, perhaps, tear gas 
and shells containing poisonous fumes, Dr. 
levinstein compared the results of gas with 
those of artillery. He said that the casualties 
of the last war showed that the military re- 
sults desired could be obtained more easily 
and with less human suffering from gas than 
from high explosives.

REPORT NOW ON SALE.

BELFAST HARBOUR 
RETURNS.

A comparative statement of the goods 
which passed through the Beltast Harbour 
(both imports and exports) for the two years 
1928 and 1929 has just been issued by the 
Belfas* “«rbour Commissioners. 

Coal is the great barometer of industrial 
activity, and it 1s interesting to note that the 
amount of coal imported last year was 
1,531,756 tons, an increase of nearly 80,000 
compared with the previous year. ‘The linen 
exports increased by 5,500 tous, andamounted 
to a total of 36,828 tons. 

The improvement in the shipbuilding in- 
dustry was reflected in the figures relating to 
the import of iron and steel sheets and plates, 
which totalled 61,675 toms, an increase of 
nearly 7,000 tons on the previous year. Iron 
and steel, wrought and bar, increased from 
53,978 tons to 60,759 tons. 

The house-building activity is reflected in 
the increased timber imported. 66,497 loads 
of deals came in during 1929 as compared 
with 58,765 for 1928. 

Apparently the people of Northern Ireland 
are drinking more tea and taking more sugar 
with it—1f the figures for these commodities 
are to be taken as an indication. The 1929 
import of: tea reached 5,284 tons, or 111 tons 
more than that of the previous year, while 
the sugar amounted to 53,945 tons. as against 
51,089. There was a drop in whiskey exports 
from 4,263 to 4,191 tons.

BOYNE FISHERIES. | 

Inspector Horan reported to the meeting of 
the BOYNE Fishery Conservators that during 
the month all spawning fish had gone out of 
the tributaries into the Boyne and Black- 
water. There was a large run of fresh-water 
fish from January 4 to January 12; many of 
them passed over the Slane weir, and some 
passed over at the Mollies, Navan. The 
Free State Department of Lands and 
Fisheries wrote stating, with reference to the 
proposed closing of the Boyne Canal, that in 
the event of a warrant of abandonment being 
issued, such conditions as appeared to be 
necessary for the protection of the fisheries 
of the river would be imposed. Relative to 
the Board’s resolution regarding the canal 
lock-gates, the Minister stated that any per- 
son injured by the action of the owners of 
the canal would, presumably, have a legal 
remedy against them. The Chairman said 
that one portion of the letter was satisfactory 
und the other unsatisfactory. They wanted 
the intake gates put in a proper state of 
repair, so that they would not break down 
and take the water off the salmon pools. 
They should write the Minister and tell 
him the gates need immediate attention for 
the good of the fisheries, and request him 
again to send down an engineer to see them. 
The Chairman’s suggestion was adopted.

LICENSING PROSECUTION. 

At DUNDRUM District Court five young 
men were charged with having falsely repre- 
sented themselves as bona-fide travellers at 
the licensed premises of Mrs. O’Reilly, 
Golden Ball. Mr. A. Bradley, solicitor, de- 
fended. Mrs. O'Reilly also was charged with 
a breach of the licensing laws on Sunday, 
January 5 last. Sergeant O’ Keeffe. Stepaside. 
gave evidence of finding the men on the 
premises. Justice Reddin said that Mrs. 
O'Reilly stated in evidence that she was 
reading a book at the fire at the time of 
the alleged offence. He would remind her of 
the famous Emperor who fiddled while Rome 
burned, and would suggest that she keep her 
““weather-eye ” on the bar.

TITHE RENTS. 

At DROGHEDA District Court vester- 
day, Acting Justice O'Sullivan gave his re- 
served decision in the cases in which tlie 
Drogheda Corporation sued a number of 
landholders for six years’ tithe renis on 
holdings of which the Corporation was land- 
lord and liable for the collection of the 
tithe rent charges, which were paid to the 
Earl of Drogheda, the Rev. Mr. Blackburn, 
and the Irish Land Commission. The Jus- 
tice held that these tithes were payable by 
the defendants, and as they were not co!- 
lectable by the Land Commission for the 
moment, he found that they were payable 
to the Corporation, and gave a decree for 
the plaintiffs in the case he had heard. Mr.

Reilly, solicitor), for the defendants, said 
that they would probably appeal. 
STRANGE CRUELTY CHARGE. 

At DUNDRUM District Court yesterday 
inspector Redmond of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals charged 
Edna Burke, Kilternan Villas, with cruelty to 
a parrot, a terrier and some hens. The 
inspector said that the parrot’s cage was 
very diriy, and the parrot in a drooping con- 
dition, without food or water. The terrier 
Was im an emaciated condition, with its 
bones sticking out through the skin, In the 
yard he found about twenty fowl, which 
gathered round him as if looking for food. 
Some of the fow! could hardly walk, and in 
a turnip field nearby witness saw the turnips 
scooped out, as if by the fowl. He found two 
fow] dead, one half-eaten. He reported the 
matter to Mr. Doyle, velerinary surgeon. 
Mr. Doyle gave evidence of the bad condition 
of the animals. Justice Reddin said that it 
Was a very proper prosecution, and imposed 
a fine of 40s., with £1 1s. costs and £1 Is.

GAELIC LEAGUE AND THE ARMY. 

The establishment of a branch of the 
Gaelic League at the CURRAGH Camp was 
approved by a large and representative meet- 
ing of officers, N.C.O.’s and men, and civilian 
residents of the Curragh Garrison, which was 
held at the Curragh, Major-General H. 
McNeill, General Officer Commanding, who 
presided, welcomed this proposal to establish 
a branch of the Gaelic League in the Curragh 
Camp, as he would welcome the establishmen!

LORD HALIFAX’S BOOK. 


Churchmen of all shades of opinion and 
belief will be interested in the publication, in 
the middle of this month, of ‘‘ Conversations 
at Malines, 1921-28.” Its 250 will con- 
tain a full account by Lord ifax, the 
leader of . the Anglo-Cetiidlics, of all that 
took place at the famous “* Malines Conversa- 
tions’ on the question of the reunion of the 
Anglican Church with the Church of Rome. 
The conversations were between the late 
Cardinal Mercier and a number of Anglican 
representatives, including Lord Halifax, 
Bishop. Gore and Dr. B. J.. Kidd, Warden 
of Keble College. 


the book will arouse a considerable contro- 
versy, one in close touch with Lord Halifax 
said yesterday. The full text of what was 
put forward by the Roman Catholics has 
never teen published before. Lord Halifax 
deals fully with the snggstion that if the 
Anglican Church accepted the Pope as head 
it would be allowed a special liturgy and 
married cletgy. The Rorhan Catholic Hier- 
arehy in England, created in 1851, would be 
abolished, and the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury would be made a Cardinal-Patriarch, It 
will be surprising, indeéd, if it does not 
create a great stir, both among Roman 
Catholics and the Protestant wing of the 
Church of England.

The remaining recommendations can be 
summarised briefly. Henceforward every 
Dominion legislature will have the right 
to make laws which shall have extra- 
territorial operation; the Colonial Laws 
Validity Act of 1865 will céase to apply to 
the Dominions; and no change can be 
made either in the succession to the 
Throne or in the Royal style and titles 
without the consent of the Dominion 
Parliaments. In regard to merchant 
shipping, the Dominions will have full 
power to enact laws, and will have 
absolute authority over all ships in their 
territorial waters. The Committee recom- 
mends, however, that an effort shall be 
made by the Dominions to _ secure 
uniformity in respect of such things as 
standards of safety and status of owner- 
‘ship, in order that they shall enjoy with 
the United Kingdom complete reciprocity 
in all matters that concern shipping laws. 

Committee’s recommendations are 
calculated to remove existing anomalies 
in the imperial machinery, and to give 
legislative effect to the new status_of the 
Dominions.

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Marriages and Births. 


The formation of a complete census of 
the inhabitants of the Irish Free State 
was begun in 1926 by the Statistics 
Branch of the Department. of Industry 
and Commerce. Té-day the Branch 
publishes the first part of its fifth volume, 
in which the people are classified accord- 
ing to ages and conjugal conditions. 
The first notable revelation of this 
census is the fact that many more 
persons are unmarried, at any given 
age, in the Free State than in any 
other country. Two causes contribute to 
this unenviable distinction, In the first 
place, a large number of the unmarried 
emigrate. Emigration, however, is a 
result of a desire to improve one’s cir- 
cumstances, and the real reason behind 
Irish emigration and the low marriage- 
rate is the low level of social conditions. 
Marriage involves increased expense, and 
it is expensive enough to live singly in 
Ireland. Only 20 per cent. of the male 
population of the Free State marries 
before the age of thirty, and one-half do 
not marry until they are at least forty. 
In comparison, the figures for England 
and Wales reveal an unusually high 
marriage-rate, We can console our- 
selves, however, with the reflection that 
the decreased marriage-rate is not accom- 
panied by a proportional decrease of 
births. The birth-rate, indeed, is declin- 
ing, but more slowly than it is declining 
elsewhere. In cdmparison with the 
married women of England and Wales, 
those of the Free State rear far more 
children. Whereas, across the Channel, 
100 women under forty-five years of age 
bear, on an average, 71 children, the 
same number in the Free State bear 131. 
This unusual fertility helps to balance 
the serious effect of late marriage upon 
the birth-rate. Moreover, it seems that 
the comparative absence of mechanical 
industries in the Free State lengthens 
life. The proportion of persons over 
sixty-five is very high. In order, pre- 
sumably, that we may not take excessive 
joy in this fact, we are reminded that an 
scheme is a propor- 
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old age pension 
tionately heavier burden here than in any 
other country. It is observed that the 
western counties, which are poorest in 
natural resources, have the highest propor- 
tions both of children and of old persons, 
On the whole, the census reveals a state 
of affairs which, although it is alarming 
at first sight, can be explained, to a large 
extent, by universal causes. The 
marriage-rate has improved slightly since 
the census was undertaken, and the 
decline in the birth-rate is small when 
compared with the. decline in the 
Continent of Europe and America, The 
statistics provided by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce are of extreme 
utility, and we congratulate Mr. Hooper 
on the manner in which he has done his 
work. Indeed, it is doubtful whether the 
results of any other census in any country 
have been published with greater clarity, 
fullness of detail and excellence of 


arrangement. 


The Lesson of Cyprus. 


Recently certain Greek members of the 
Legislative Council of Cyprus, inspired 
by various motives, the majority of 
which were selfish, submitted a memorial 
to the British Government, requesting 
union with Greece. It is a significant 
comment upon the impression which 
has been created in remote places 
by imperial weakness that such a 
demand should have been made. Recent 
events in Egypt and elsewhere pointed 
to an ever present willingness at 
Westminster yield to any noisy 
clamour, and, although a completely 
favourable reply may not have been 
anticipated, a new Constitution, based 
on advanced principles of autonomy, at 
least was expected. Lord Passfield, how- 
ever, has shattered these hopes by a 
categorical ‘‘ No,” and has surprised 
seditious Cypriotes as much as he has 
surprised us. We agree heartily with his 
decision and congratulate him upon it, 
but the record of his party has not been 
such as to lead us to foresee such inte]- 
ligent firmness. The position in Cyprus 
is interesting because affairs in the island 
are a cameo of those obtaining in other 
parts of the Empire. The great majority 
of the population is enjoying an era of 

almost without precedent; 
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Cypriote politicians have been drawn 
largely from the usurer class, who 
régard with ‘agitated~ disfavour this

Fight Cars. 


Hitherto, continental manufacturers, 
with one notable exception—the Opel 
Company of Riisselsheim—have neglected 
the potentialities of the light car. Un- 
troubled by the heavy tax on horse-power 
that exists in these islands, and usually 
supplying a» people accustomed to long 
journeys by road, they have concentrated 
upon the six and eight-cylinder car. Now, 
however, according to the Berlin Corre- 
spondent of The Times, the growing 
demand for a light car, costing less than 
one hundred pounds, is stimulating 
endeavour and is drawing the attention of 
foreign competitors. For this market 
Great Britain and America are well 
equipped. Already the famous “ Baby 
Austin ” is being manufactured in Ger- 
many under licence, and last March the 
General Motors Corporation acquired a 
controlling interest in the Opel Com- 
pany. Thus the stage is set in Central 
Europe for a “straight ” fight between 
the motor industries of Great Britain 
and the United States. The advantage 
ought to lie with Great Britain, and we 
trust that it will not be lost through 
any lack of enterprise by manufacturers 
or of assistance from the Government. 
Here, indeed, is an opportunity for the 
Lord Privy Seal to use the full weight 
of his influence as much with his 
colleagues as with captains of finance in 
the City of London. With a large export 
trade, the various firms would be able to 
reduce their prices at home and to bring 
cars within the reach of a wider public. 
Few products have wider ramifications in 
the way of accessories than cars, and a 
buoyant motor industry would do much to 
alleviate the problems of unemployment.

THE BUDAPEST TRIO.

A great critic has said that the combination 
of piano and strings is far from being ideal 
in the matter of musical blend of tone, the 
piano, from its nature, not being able to 
merge as does the combination of strings 
alone. In some slight instances one was 
reminded of this yesterday during the recitals 
given by the Budapest Trio, though it must 
be said that these musicians went through 
their programme with a grace and ease of 
execution and a calm objective style of 
interpretation that left little to be desired. 
They were particularly happy in the 
Beethoven Trios. In the afternoon thé great 
trio, B Flat Major, Op. 97, was given 
with splindid discernment, though at first 
the body of tone did not seem to carry to 
sq large an audience and hall. The three 
Bloch nocturnes were exquisite—refined in 
texture and appeal, and with no overstress 
ia sentiment, a failing too often met with 
in this type of composition. The Trio in 
D Major, by F. Laloux (dedicated to the 
Budapest Trio), while something to be wel- 
comed as from the moderns, lacked cohesion, 
and was rather difficult to follow, the 
brilliant Scherzo giving considerable scope 
as ‘to techmique to the players. In the 
Schumann Trio in D Minor, the ensemble 
was always good, the arduous piano part 
always in fins restraint, with an ephemeral 
lightness of touch even in fortissimo, 


THE EVENING PROGRAMME. 


But it was in the evening that the calibre 
of the players and their musical discrimina- 
tion was to be gauged. The Beethoven 
Trio in E Flat Major, Op. 72, No. 2, with 
its wealth of thematic material, given freely 
to each instrument, and its wonderful piano 
background, flowing, rippling now in “turn” 
or cadenza—here one realised the pianist- 
composer, who loved the part he was creating 
for his own performance. In the third move- 
ment the theme-treatment is most varied, 
as varied, indeed, as the graceful inter- 
change of the one idva in the opening 
Allegro. This was by far the most 
studiously beautiful of the day’s work. 

Very engrossing—and a work we should 
like to hear repeated—was the Trio in 
A Minor by the young Andalusian Joaquin 
Turina. The music of Southern Spain shows 
strong Eastern influence, and in this the 
alternating Janguorous and quick movements 
are most arresting. There is a curious sense 
of “ beat "” in the piano and a long Debussy- 
like interlude for piano solus, with nebulous 
chords that give much colour to the work. 
Racial touches these, suggesting all the 
melancholy pride and indolent grace, the fire 
and vivacity of Spanish life. A Tschaikowsky 
Trio completed the programme. A master 
and a pioneer of orchestration, Tschaikowsky 
does not strike us by the sincerity that makes 
Turina’s work so racial and alive. But the 
theme work of Paezzo elegrace, if inclining 
to morbid, is still very beautiful, and was 
finely translated yesterday, whether by 
strings against lovely piano backing, or piano 
against vibrant string pizzicato. There is 
much of the verbose and over-elaborated in 
the Théme with Variations, but it was con- 
veyed with meticulous care by these players, 
and some points of high dramatic finish. In 
the evening the Trio had no difficulty in 
carrying tone throughout the hall.

The British Industries Fair. 


The Duke of York will take the place of 
the Prince of Wales, and consequently will) 
be the principal speaker at the Goyer 
ment banquet, held at the Mansion House. 
on February 17th, to initiate the Britis) 
Industries Fair in London and Birmin«. 
ham. .When the Fair opens at Olympia. 
London, and at Castle Bromwich 
Birmingham, there will be displayed 
buyers from all parts of the world the 
biggest array of manufactured goods eve) 
exhibited as the products of a sing'e 
nation. Business men from no less thay 
sixty different countries are expected to 
arrive in this country during the period of 
the Fair: among them will be buyers from 
two such diverse places as Fiji and I[ee- 
land. This speaks well for the excellent 
publicity methods adopted by the 
organisers, and is also, of course, ver 
largely due to the high reputation attained 
by previous Fairs and by British goods 
generally throughout the world. The 
exhibits of the lighter industries will he 
housed in three vast permanent exhibitic: 
buildings at Olympia, one of which, the 
Empire Hall, is believed to be the Jarzes! 
building in the Empire. The heavy in- 
dustries will be represented at Birmine- 
ham, where the exhibition area has been 
extended once again and an open-ai: 
section added. 


The French Delegates, 


The absehce of MM. Tardieu and 
Briand was much felt to-day among thie 
journalists at xe Naval Conference ; 
for, hitherto, the French have been 
able to dominate the proceedings in 
a really extraordinary. manner. It is 
they who are responsible for the use of 
words like ‘‘ global” and ‘“‘transa 
tional.’’ and it is possible that they mav 
introduce others before the Conference 
comes to an end. The reason for this 
dominance is said to be that tha 
French know exactly what they mean to 
get out of the Conference and adhere 
steadily to their view-points, while the 
other parties are mainly engaged in 
speculating how much they can induce 
the rival delegates to give way. In*the 
circumstances, it is not surprising that a 
great number of the foreign journalists 
turn to the French delegation for news. 
and this M. Tardieu is ready to impa:t 
twice a day. 


Mysteries. 


In parliamentary circles there was 
some comment regarding the dropping 0! 
two more cruisers from the naval pvro- 
gramme; members were asking one 
another how many more of these “ dis- 
arming ’’ gestures. the Prime Minister 
will make. . There was also some little 
dissatisfaction because the news ha 
leaked out almost as if by accident. The 
Prime Minister has stated that he will 
not permit a debate in the House of 
Commons on the Conference until he has 
something of a definite and important 
chiracter to announce, but it is time 
that he considered the British public as 
well as the Naval Conference; for, at 
present, the public is given little mfor- 
mation of a satisfying nature. There is 
little doubt that this mystery surround- 
ing the work of the British delegation 1s 
having a doubtful effect on the electorate. 


Economies. 

The Government has made some search- 
ing investigations into the operations of 
the spending departments, with the 
further economies are 
likely to be effected. At the Home Office 
a change is to be made by which the 
department will b> relieved of its respon 
sibilities under the Factories and Work 
shops Act, the duties being transferred 
to the Labour Ministry. This will moun 
the abolition of one set of officials, In the 
Air Ministry there is likely to be a redw 
tion in the air programme on all sides, 
and it is possible that all air development 
may be postponed for some time. No 
great saving is likely to be effected in 
this department, but at the same time a 
reduction in programme will, it 1s 
thoughi, be regarded as a further dis- 
armament gesture. 


Army Estimates. 


Various rumours are current concerning 
the Army Estimates, but, while som: 
decrease in the vote is expected, there is 
no foundation for detailed reports as to 
the method by which the saving is to b 
effected. The communications passing 
‘between the War Office and the Treasur’ 
have not reached a stage at which th: 
amount of the vote has been determine’ 
Any suggestions that certain regiments a 
to be sacrified are speculative. The Iris! 
and Welsh Guards have been mentioned 
as earm«rked for economies; but, as thes 
rcgiments consist of single battalions, 't 
is not expected that they will be affected 
and, if change is made in the | 
Guards, it will probably be found that they 
will apply to those regiments which hore 
two or three battalions. There is talk ©! 
a “cut” in the cavalry, but it is 1 
probable that any regiments will be ' 
banded or amalgamated, though they ma" 
be mechanised. In this case they Wt 
retain their identity, as in the case of the 
lith Hussars, now a mechanised unit.

KING’S VETO REGARDING

HE report oí the Conference on the operation oí Dominion Legi 
il tion and Merchant ge Sys Legislation, which met ag poe oony saad 
October Sth to December 4th last year, was issued last night by the 
go aaa in London and the Department of External ffairs 
in in. 


The principal subjects discussed, apart from the question of mer. 
chant shipping, were disallowance and reservation, the extra-territoria] 
operation of Dominion legislation, and the Colonial Laws Validity Act 


of 1865 


The Conference agreed that the power of disallowance of an Act 
passed by a Dominion could no longer be exercised, and that Dominions 
who possess the right to amend their Constitution in this respect can by 
following the prescribed procedure, abolish the legal power of disallow- 
ance if they desire. 


| the question of the withholding of assent by a Governér to a 
bill passed by the competent legislature in order that the King's pleasure 
may be taken. the Conference says that it would not be in accordance 
with constitutional practice for advice to be tendered to His Majesty by 
His Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom against the views of 
the Government of the Dominion concerned. 


The Conference does rot recommend the abolition of the 
sessed by the King under the Colonial Stocks Act of 1900. This Mu 
provides that Dominion stock can be placed on the British Trustee L ist 
on condition that the Dominion Government agrees in advance that the 
King, acting on the advice of his Ministers in Great Britain, can dis. 
allow any legislation which, in the opinion of the British Government 
may affect adversely the interests of stockholders. 


The Conference further recommends that, on the question of extra- 
territorial operation of Dominion laws, there shoul a clause declar- 
ing that the Parliament of a Dominion has full power to make laws 
having extra-territorial ration. It also suggests that it would be in 
accordance with the established constitutional ition of all members of 
the Commcnwealth that no law passed by the Baí of the United 
Kingdom .should extend to any Baadsian, except at the reguest and by 
the consent of that Dominion. 


ORIGIN AND COMPOSITION 
THE CONFERENCE.

The members of the Commonwealth 
represented at the Conference were the 
( nited Kingdom, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, the Irish Free 
“tate and India, and the ‘document is 
described as “ The Report of the Con- 
ference on the Operation of Dominion 
Logislation and Merchant Shipping Legis- 
lation, 1929.”’ 

The Experts’ Conference had its origin 
i a recommendation made by the. Im- 
perial Conference of 1926. The report of 
the Imperial Conference declared in 
elation to the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions that— 

‘They are autonomous communities 
within the British Empire, equal in 
status, in no way subordinate one to 
nother in any aspect of their domestic or 
external affairs, though “united “by a 
rommon allegiance to the Crown, and 
associated as members of the British 
(‘ommonwealth of Nations.’’ 

It was recognised, however, “ that exist- | « 
ing administrative, legislative and 
judicial forms were admittedly not wholly 
in accord with the position as described, a 
condition of things following inevitably 
from the fact that most of these forms 
dated back to a time well antecedent’ to 
the present stage of constitutional develop- 
ment.”’ 


TERMS OF REFERENCE, 

The terms of reference given 
Experts’ Conference were :— 

‘To mquire into, report upon, 
make recommendations concerning— 

‘““ (1) dixisting statutory provisions re- 
quiring reservation of Dominion lecisla- 
tion for the assent of His Majesty or 
authorisng the disallowance of such 
legislation. 

“ (ii) (a) The present. position as to 
the competence of Dominion Parliaments 
to give their legislation extra-territorial 
operation. 

‘(b) The practicability and most con- 
venient method of giving effect. to the 
principle that each Dominon Parliament 
should have power to give extra-territorial 
operation to its legislation in all cases 
where'such operation 1s ancillary to provi- 
sion for the peace, order and good govern- 
ment of the Dominion.

THE POWER OF DISALLOWANCE. 


“ Disallowance “ is defined in the report 

ps the right of the Crown, on the advice 
\linisters in the United Kingdom, to 

annul an Aet passed by a Dominion or 
(‘olonial Legislature. This power, how- 
. has not been exercised for many 

ais, “In the early stages of responsible 
covernment,”’ says the report, “ cases of 
disallowance occurred not infrequently,”’ 
but it has not been exercised in relation 
to Canadian legislation imece 1873 or to 
New Zealand legislation since 1867. It 
has never been exercised in relation to 
\ustralian or South African legislation. 

“ The Conference agree that the present 
constitutional position is that the power 
of disallowance can no longer be exercised 
in relation to Dominion legislation, 
\ccordingly, those Dominions who possess 
the power to amend their Constitutions in 
this respect can, by following the pre- 
scribed procedure, abolish the legal power 
of disallowance if they so desire. In the 
case of those Dominions who do not 
possess this power, it would be in accord- 
ance with constitutonal practice that, if 
so ve by the Dominion concerned, 


United Kingdom to alter any of 
provisions affecting the stock to the injury 
of the stockholder or to involve a depar- 
ture from the original contract in regard 
to the stock would properly be disallowed. 

“ We desire to place on record ovr

THE MEANING OF RESERVATION.

** Reservation,’’ the report 
Governor-General or Governor to a Bill 
duly passed by the competent legislature 
in order that His Majesty’s pleasure may 
be taken thereon,”’ but it is pointed out 
that there is no provision requiring 
reservation im eitner the Canadian or 
Irish Free State Constitutions. 

The report makes the following recom- 
mendations on the question of reser- 
vation :— 

As regards ihe continued existence of 
the power of reservation, certain 
Dominions possess the power by aimend- 
ing their Constitutions to abolish the dis- 
eretionary power ind to repeal any pro- 
visions requiring reservation of bills deai- 
ing with particular subjects, and it is, 
therefore, open to those Domintons to take 
the prescribed steps to that end if they so 
desire. 

“ As regards Dominions that need the 
co-operation of ‘the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom in order to amend the 
provisions in their Constitutions relating 
to reservation, we desire to place on 
record our opinion that it would be in 
accordance with constitutional practice 
that, if so requested by the Dominion 
concerned, the Government of the United 
Kingdom should ask Parliament to pass 
the necessary legislation.’’ 


EXTRA-TERRITORIAL LEGISLATION. 

On the question of the extra-territorial 
operation of Dominion legislation, the 
report states :— 

‘* Tt would not seem to be possible in 
the present state of the authorities to 
come to definite conclusions regarding 
the competence of Dominion ‘Parliaments 
to give their legislation extra-territoria| 
operation ; and, in any case, uncertainty 
| as to the existenc: and extent of the 
doctrine renders it desirable that legisla- 
tion should be passed by the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom making it clear 
that this constitutional limitation does 
not exist.’’ 

It is recommended that ‘‘ the most suit- 
able method of placing the matter beyond 
possibility of doubt would be by means 
of a declaratory enactment passed 
with the consent of «’! the Dominions by 
the Parliament of the United Kingdoim.”’ 


A RECOMMENDATION. 


é“ After careful consideration of pos- 
sible alternatives, we recommend that the

“Tt is hereby declared and enacted 
that the Parliament of a Dominion has 
full power to make laws having oxtra-

“Tn connection w: 1 the exercise af

LATE UNIONS AND BIG 
* FAMILIES. |

The proportion of unmarried persons 
of marriageable age in the Free State 
is mess than that in any other country, 
and marriages take place at a compara- 
tively late age. | 

This is the first point that is revealed 
in Volume Five of the Free State Census 
of Population, 1926, now published by 
the Statistics Branch of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce. 3 

The Director of Statistics (Mr. John 
Hooper) and his staff have made an ex- 
haustive analysis of the ages, orphanhood 
and conjugal conditions of the popula- 
tion, and: have presented their results in 
a series of tables which illustrate the  pre- 
vailing conditions. : 

That the male population of the State 
are slow to enter into the bonds of matri- 
mony is strikingly manifest. In 1926 the 
percentage of males unmarried at the age 
25 to 30 was as high as 80, at the age 
35-45 it was 45. Although emigration 1s 
virtually over at this latter age, it was 
significant to note that the proportion of 
men remaining unmarried was three 
times as great as that in Denmark, or in 
England and Wales. Another interesting 
point is that the percentage of males: (45) 
unmarried at this age in 1926 was twice 
as high as in 1861, and three times as 
high as in 1841. 4 i 

The percentage of women unmarried is 
almost as high, and, as in the case of 
males, has been increasing since 1841. 

Of the females aged 25-35, the per- 
centage unmarried in the Free State was 
62, compared with 41 in England and 
Wales and 23 in the United States of 
America. 


TOWNS AND RURAL AREAS. 

The tables also show that the percentages 
of males unmarried at all ages are higher 
in rural areas than in towns; but, while 
the percentages of females unmarried at 
ages under 35 are also higher in. the 
country than in the towns, the percentages 
for females over 35 are lower. Taking all 
ages, there is a larger percentage of females 
unmarried in the towns (35) than in the 
rur:| areas (26). i 

Cork City with 57 per cent., and Dublin 
and suburbs with 5ó per cent., have a 
higher percentage of unmarried males at 
the age 25-35 than any other cities in the 
world. Cork City with 50 per cent., and 
Dublin and suburbs with 49 per cent., have 
a higher percentage of unmarried females 
of the age 25 to 35 than any other city 
save Oslo, which has a percentage of 52. 

The average age 0° marriage of husbands 
in the Free State is 34.9 vears and of 
wives 29.1 years, compared with 29.1 vears 


, for men and 20.6 for women in England 


and Wales. 
EFFECTIVE FERTILITY. 


The number of married women under 
45 years of age per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion is 74 in the Free State, a figure con- 
siderably lower than that in twenty other 
countries examined, In proportion to 
population there are in the Free State 
only half as many child-bearing women 
as in the United States of America, only 
61 per cent. of that in England and 
Wales, and 66 per cent. of Denmark’s 
total: but Free State women, on an 
average, rear far more children’ than 
those in other countries, the figure being 
151 per 100 married women under 45, 
compared with, say, 77 in the United 
States and 71 in England and Wales. 

The Free State also stands highest in 
the proportion of persons over 65 years. 
It is 35 per cent. higher than Denmark, 
63 per cent. higher. than England and 
Wales, 76 per cent. higher than Ger- 
many, twice as high as the United States 
and nearly three times’ as great as South 
Africa. 

Taking this country as a whole, the 
number of children under 15 and the 
number of school children are normal, 
but the numbers of orphans, of widows 
and of aged persons are abnormally high. 
The percentage of children under 15 years 
of age has heen decreasing. 


EXPECTATION OF LIFE. 

The expectation of life for males in the 
Free State for all ages up to 60 is ex- 
éelled in not more than three countries. 
It is higher at all ages than in England 
and Wales. On the other hand, the ex- 
pectation of life of our females is lower 
at all ages up to 50, but is higher at 
all subsequent ages. In all the countries 
cited females at each age have a longer 
expectation of life than males, except in 
the Free State. The figures show that 
there has been a great improvement in 
the expectation of life in the Free State 
during the first quarter of the present 
century. 

Under present conditions the average 
man of 45 in Connaught may live six-and- 
a-half years longer than the average man 
in the county boroughs, and the average 
woman of 45 may live more than four 
years longer.

Mr. William Howard Taft, the former 
President of the United States, who to- 
day resigned the exalted post of Chief 
‘Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which he had held since 
1921, is in a sanatorium at Nashville. 
North Carolina, where the physicians 
issued a bulletin to-day saying that Mr. 
Taft was “a very sick man.” He sub- 
mitted his resignation to President Hoover 
through his son, Robert Taft. 

Mr. Charles Evans Hughes, the former 
Secretary of State, has heen appointed 
Chief Justice of the United States in suc- 
cession to Mr. Taft. | 

Mr. Hughes, who was born in 1862 and 
has had a distingnished legal career, was 
Republican candidate for the Presidency 
of the United States in 1916. He was 
defeated, however, by Mr. Woodrow 
Wilson. From 1921 to 1925 Mr. Hughes 
acted as Secretary of State in the Cabinets 
of President Harding and President 
Coolidge, and in 1921 he acted as 
American delegate at the Washington 
Naval Disarmament Conference, In 1926 
he was appointed by President Coolidge 
to be a member of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The Hague.

ord Parmoor defended the action 
of the Lower House. The Marquess 
of Salisbury, however, pointed out 
that the House of Lords is a revising, 
as well as an advisory, chamber. He 
advised their londichiess not. to 
persist in their amendment of the 
“ genuinely-seeking-work ” clause, 
but to insist on their amendment im- 
posing a time-limit of twelve months 
on the operation of the bill. 

This course was followed, and the 
amendment was carried by 156 votes 
to 42. 

The Cabinet held a meeting in the 
House of Commons last night, and, 
in view of the Lords’ action on the 
bill, decided to call a meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party to con- 
sider the position to-day,

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE.

Not for a very long time has the House 
of Lords been so well attended as it was 
this evening, in view ‘of the expected 
conflict between the Upper and Lower 
Houses in regard to the Unemployment 
Insurance Bill. The Lords had inserted 
a new “ genuinely-sceking-work ” clause, 
in place of the one .approved by the 
Commons, and had imposed a time limit 
of one year on the operation of the bill. 
Both amendments had been rejected by 
the Commons, and it now remained for 
their lordships to decide whether they 
would insist upon their amendments or 
yield gracefully to the weight of opinion 
in the Lower Chamber. 

Lord Parmoor opened the debate 
deprecating the use of the word “‘ crisis 
in reference to the attitude of the House 
of Lords towards the. bill.. In this 
particular case, he pointed out, their 
lordships’ amendment of Clause 4 was 
held by the Speaker to conflict with the 
privileges of the House of Commons, and 
he could find no precedent for insistence 
on an amendment of this character. As 
to the time-limit amendment, the view of 
the Government was that it was very 
undesirable to place on a temporary basis 
a scheme of insurance which affected 
millions of workers. If. there was: one 
thing more important than anything else, 
it was a sense of permanence and 


security. 
STRONG DISSENT. 

The Marquess of Salisbury desired very 
strongly to dissent from the view appar- 
ently held by Lord Parmoor, that the 
complete function of the House of Lords 
was merely to recommend amendments. 
In regard to Clause 4, he did not propose 
to ask the House to insist upon their 
amendment. He could not accept the 
plea of breach of privilege, which was a 
political expedient’ devised to relieve the 
House of Commons of the necessity of 
viving reasons for, its actions. He did not 
dispute that Lord Darling’s clause was 
somewhat hastily drafted, 
contained a number of blemishes, but 1t 
did, at any rate, give the Commons an 
opportunity of reconsidering . the whole 
subject. So far as the House of 
Lords was concerned, they had nothing 
to be ashamed of, and he much 
resented the suggestion made in some 
quarters that they were out of 
touch and. sympathy with the unem- 
ployed. Their duty, however, was net 
merely to suggest, but to revise. They 
had no desire to wreck the: bill, and ther 
amendments were not .framed for that 
purpose. 

Lord Buckmaster «also took the 
that their sole duty was to make sugges- 
tions. Their lordships were as powerful 
as the House of Commons, but for them 
to teke action which would appear to be 
hostile to the claims of the unemployed 
would be regarded as a very. grave event. 
He was bound to disagree with Lord 
Salisbury in his desire to make this an 
experimental bill, It was a most 
damgerous subject to experiment with, If 
their lordships desired to anticipate the 
time when they would be brought into 
definite collision with the House of 
Commons tthis was not the moment. The 
time might come when they would have to 
assert . themselves or submit to the 
humiliation of being put on one side, 
but this was not the moment. If they 
did not reform their House so as to put 
it more closely in touch with the world 
in which they lived, they would either 
perish of slow decay or perish ei 
catastrophe, and, personally, he would 
rather go down fighting. But this was 
not the moment to fall. 

Their lordships then decided not to 
imsist upon their amendment to Clause 
4. but a division was taken on the time- 
limit amendment. with the result that 
they carried it by 156 votes to a. a 
majority against the Government of 114. 
There were at least 100 Peers in tie 
House who did not vote either way.

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SHANNON. BOATING 
ACCIDENT. 


‘ORDEAL OF SURVIVOR.

The opening of the angling season in 
the: Upper » Bonttion was marred by “a 
boating accident, resulting in the loss of 
three lives, Last ‘Sunday four Linrerick 
men, belonging. to the Pennywell district 
near the city :-— 

John O'Connell (44), married, labourer ; 

Thomas Madden (45), single, labourer ; 

Thomas Ansiow (38), married, stone- 
mason, and : 

John J. Airey (40), single; clerical 
worker,

Between eight and nine 
o'clock last Sunday night they were 
returning in their frail craft, and all 
went well until they reached the Board 
of Works bridge at Plassey, two miles 
from the city. In getting through the 
third’ arch, on the Clare side of the 
river, which was in full spate, one of the 
oars struck the span and capsized tlie 
boat, which was also damaged. 

The four.men were flung into the water. 
Three of them, it appears, struck out for 
the bank, which they were unable to 
make, and were lost, the fourth, Aivey, 
being swept along down by the current, 
clinging the while to the upturned boat. 


RESCUED. 

The first news of the accident’ became 
known at eleven o'clock, a few hours 
later, when some people who were passing 
along the bank saw a man in the water 
at Rhebogue, nearly a mile from the 
scene of the accident. After some diffi- 
culty he was taken ashore in an exhausted 
condition, but was unable to give any 
connected account of what had happened. 
He was John J. Airey. He was taken to 
Barrington’s Hospital; suffering from 
shock and exposure. 

At midnight John street Civic Guards 
went to Plassey and made inqniries, and 
during the day a search party was 
organised .to drag the river for the bodies 
of the missing men, but so far without 
result. The only things found, in addi- 
tion to the broken boat, were three fish- 
ing rods, about half a mile from Plassey 
Bridge. 

In a brief statement made by Airey, 
he says that the only thing he recollects 
after the collision with the span was 
hearing Madden say: ‘‘ John Joe, are you 
all right ?’’ 

Heartrending scenes were witnessed in 
the homes of the deteased men when the 
news was conveyed to the relatives, and 
during the day large numbers of people 
flocked to Pennywell to offer sympathy. 

MEDALS FOR LIFE-SAVING. 

It is stated that Madden 
had saved many people from drowning, 
and was the possessor of several medals 
and certificates. O'Connell, who leaves a 
wife and two children, also had effected 
rescues from drowning on at least two 
occasions. Anslow, who also was a good 
swimmer, leaves a wife and five children. 

Limerick Harbour Board. at its meet- 
ing yesterday—Mr. J. P. Goodbody pre- 
siding—tendered sincere sympathy, on the 
motion of Alderman J. McInerney, with 
the relatives of the victims in their. be- 
reavement.

BRITISH COMPROMISE 
PROPOSALS.

It is Jearned that the British delegation 
to the Naval Conference has formulated, 
and circulate] to other delegations, the 
terms of a compromise proposal arising 
from the French proposal for a limitation 
of global tonnage, with transference from 
various specified categories of ships. 


and British proposals is that the British 
exclude capital ships and submarines 
from any transference plan. The British 
proposal may be regarded as widening the 
basis of discussion put forward by the 
French delegation, and as a contgibution 
to the discussion, which was inaugurated 
at the last meeting of the full Conference 
Committee. 
THE BRITISH TABLE, 

The British table of categories dilfers 
a little, but not materially, from the 
French. It divides ships. as follows :— 

Capital ships, battleships and battle 
cruisers. 

Aircraft carriers. 

Cruisers with eight-inch guns. 

Cruisers with six-inch guns. 

Destrovers and submarines. 

The .French. scheme piovides for a 
limited percentage of transference down- 
wards from the ten thousand ton cruisers, 
with eight-inch guns. 

In the categories of smaller ships. the 
plan leaves the way open for a 100 per 
cent. transference of cruisers, carrying 
six-inch guns. and destroyers, to meet the 
needs of countries which may desire to 
concentrate on this particular form of 
armament. ’ 

LIMITS OF TRANSFERENCE. 

The most important difference between 
the British and French schemes is in the 
matter of capital ships and submarines, 
the French proposal permitting of a 
limited transference throughout all 
categories. | 

The British delegation has been con- 
sistent in its insistance that there shall 
be no transference in the categories of 
capital ships. It is not expected that 
to-day’s meeting will reach the stage of 
detailed figures. i 

The Conference has vet to solve the 
thorny question of method. and to 
hammer out formule which can be 
practically applied to the case of each of 
the five Powers.

FIVE-POW ER. NAVAE' 


The chief difference hetween the French |

on the report of the Conference on 
Dominion Legislation and Merchant 
Shipping. Legislation, observes :—Broadly 
speaking, the vrecotrimendation of the 
Conterence is that. by resolutions of the 
next- Imperial Conference, and by agreed 
legislation in the Parhaments of the 
United Kingdom and of the Dominions, 
such differences as exist in legislative 
competence should be explicitly removed. 
Thus, the Parliaments. of the Dominions 
should be given full power to make laws 
having extra-territoria! operations; the 
Colonial Laws Validity Act should cease 
to apply to any law made by a Dominion 
Parliament ; the United: Kingdom Parla- 
ment should renounce any power olf 
passing laws operating in any Dominion. 
«xcept at the express reonest and wth 
the consent. of that Domimion.. . Similar 
enactments should sweep away the pr-- 
dominant rights of jurisdiction and 
legislation. hitherto exercised bw the 
United Kingdom with regard to merchant 
shipping, and the pertinent ‘sections of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, and the 
Coioniai Courts of Admiralty Act should 
be construed in accordance with this 
ruling. 

Some of these suggested imnovations 
may prove usefyl by getting rid of 
existing confusions and obscurities. In 
ther cases—notably the changes proposed 
with regard to merchant shipping—it is 


likely that they may create more confusion 


than they remove. They are still merely 
recommendations to be considered by the 
Governments concerned, which will, it is 
to be hoped, take account of their practical 
effect as well as of their theoretical legal 
consistency with the doctrine of equal 
status, and they will then come up for 
discussion at the Imperial Conference this 
vear. 


CLEARING AWAY SUSPICION. 

The best that can be hoped from them, if 
they are adopted, is tat they will finally 
clear away any vestige of suspicion In 
any of the Dominions that thev are not 
in reality free and equal partners in the 
“mpire. All substantial grounds for 
such a suspicion have long since disap- 
peared ; but at the cost of some concession 
to legal pedantry, and even of some shgh’ 
practical inconvenience, it may be welel to 
do away with such flimsy and shadowy 
grounds as may still be turned into a 
national grievance. The way will then be 
cleared for a reat effort to achieve that 
solidarity in policy which the develop- 
ments of the last few vears, both inside 
and outside the Empire, have made a 
vital concern to all its members if they are 
to pull their weight in the world. 

In his speech at Ottawa General Sinutsa. 
speaking as a South African to Canadians, 
paid a tribute. to the ‘wisdom of Great 
Britam in waiving her old predominance 
to give full eauality to her children; but 
he went on to say that the task of the 
British peoples was still incomplete A 
greater task still remained—to wzive form 
and substance to the unity of the Empire.

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HE search for the body of Laurence 

Griffin, the County Waterford post- 
man, who vanished on Christmas Day, 
was coutinued yesterday without result. 
Ten persons now are in custody in con- 
nection with the postman’s disapyear- 
ance ; for, in addition to the eight accused 
persons, who were remanded for a’ week 
in. the Waterford District. Court last 
Friday, two Civic Guards, Edward 
Dunlea and William Murphy, have been 
apprehended. 

The two Guards. who were stationed at 
Stradbally at the time of Griffin’s dis- 
appearance, were conveyed from Dublin 
to Waterford under heavy escort yester 
dav. They were subsequently broucht 
before District’ Justice McCabe = and 
charzed : -- 

1—That they did. on December 

Stradbally, unlawfully and 
murder. Laurence Griffin. 
2—That they did, with divers 
sons, conspire together 

secretivy of the dead body with intent. 
to obstruct or prevent. a coroner s 
Inquest. 

‘Superintendent J. J. Meehan made a 
short deposition deposing to the arrest of 
the accused men, and Dunlea replied, 
when charged and cautioned, “I deny 
the charces.” Murphy said: “I have 
nothing to say.”’ 

At last night’s proceedings, when asked 
to cross-examine, Dunlea said: '“ | abso- 
lutely deny the whole thing.” 

They were remanded in custody. 

The ten people who now are in custody 
will be brought up at the District Court 
in Waterford next Friday and charged 
jointly. 

THE SEARCH MAINTAINED. 

The Civic Guards are maintaining an 
intensive search of Bonmahon copper 
mines in the hope of recovering the body. 
The search of the Tankardstown shaft 
has been abandoned; but, in addition to 
the operations at the Ballinasisla shaft, 
investigations have been begun im $a 
new quarter—Carroll’s Cross old slata 
quarries. On Sunday night a local 
farmer reported having seen an object 
resembling a human body floating in the 
water at the bottom of the slate quarries. 
These quarries, which have not been 
worked for upwards of a century, are 
situate about thirty yards off the maim 
road at Carroll’s Cross, which is about 
eleven miles from Waterford. The water 
in these: quarries is about fifty to sixty 
feet deep. Yesterday morning the object 
noticed the farmer had disappeared. 
It may have sun’ or floated into 
nook or cranny, of which there are many. 


THE SLATE QUARRIES. 
Yesterday a small boat was 
from Waterford with dragging 
ments. and considerable attention now 
being devoted to the quarries. Carroll's 
Cross is on the dir« road either 
Kilmacthomas or Stradbally. some 
four miles distant from Stradbally village.

A HEAVY OBJECT. 
A heavy object which the

PROPOSED COMMISSION 
OF INOUIRY. 
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The Archbishop of Canterbury opened the 
Spring Session of the Church Assembly at 
Church House, Westminster, yesterday. 

The principal business on the week's agenda 
is a discussion ef a resolution to be submitted 
on Wednesday by the Archbishop of York 
requesting the appointment by the two Arch- 
bishops of a Commission to inquire into the 
present relations of Church and State. 

Lord Hugh Cecil was specially welcomed to 
the Assembly by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. 

Lord Hugh, who has recovered from a pro- 
tracted illness, said that, though he was a 
good deal better, he was far from quite well. 
He laughingly added that he wished to avoid 
large correspondence for the present. 


A NEW DEBATING CHAMBER. 

A circular debating chamber for the Par- 
liament of the Church was the feature of a 
proposal submitied by the Bishop of Norwich 
for a new Assembly Hall. He moved that 
the Assembly, having been tnvited to express 
án opinion, approve of the plan for a circular 
hall submitted by Sir Herbert Baker, 

The Bishop of Norwich said that the ult) 
mate scheme for more suitable buildings, of 
which the plan submitted was a part, might 
cost £100,000, but more Itkely would cost 
more than double that sum. Among the 
advantages of the plan, he said, would be 
that of enabling the Upper House of the Con. 
vocation of Canterbury to move out of its 
present wretched accommodation, “ where,’’ 
he added, ‘‘ you can neither see nor hear.” 

Canon F. Partridge, Financial Secretary of 
the Assembly, said that the circular form of 
the proposed hall was the question at issue, 
The present hail, an oblong chamber, was a 
singularly unfortunate room. ‘The clergy and 
laity were set ‘in separate camps, and geogra- 
phically an appearance of antagonism might 
he set up when there was no antagonism at 
all. 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH TRADITIONS. 

Viscount Wolmer said that he was glad 
that Sir Herbert Baker had not attempted to 
copy the House of Commons, but had 
duced a design which was not only practical, 
bat in accordance with the traditions of the 
Church, The circular chamber typified the 
unity of the Church, thé Archbishop of Can.

and the clergy, and the laity being placed so 
that the assembly became a round 
table conference. .
